ſuch ſtatutes and Lawes , as by them ſhall bc 
Enacted, and made with the Royall aſſent and 
confirmation of their Soveraigne, for their 
£001 tranquillity in the common affaires of 
the Stxte, for the defenceand maintenance of 
the true Religion, and their juſt rights and pri- 
viledges, cantteſe I ſay Mr. Spesker,be ſuſpe- 
Red to be the onely betrayers and deftroyers 
ofthe Lawcs of the Kingdome, of the liberty 
ofthe Subq2&, of Religion, and the true D@- 
Arine and diſcipline thercof.

On or confirmation of any Law or AQ, ten- 
ding to the perpetuall ſettlement of true Reli- 
On, or in that bleſſed and happy eſtate of peace 
and unity amongſt our ſelves, Trafticke and 
ſociety with forraigne Princes and States , 
that fame honour and_ glory of the Kings of 
* this Land, andall thoſe Stations under his 

- Jurifdiion and Royall ſubjeRion, as former- 
nc have enjoyed. 

And thus much Mr. Speaker ofthat which 
I had to ſay cconcerning theſe Articles, hum- 
bly deſiring I 'may have ſpeedy Triall upon 
the ſame, and as I ſhall be found guilty or in- 
hocent , I willingly ſhall ſubmit my ſelfe and 
ations, tothe ſentence and judgement of this 
great and High Court of Parliamentt.
